PART IN WILL FRAUD

Under Spang Testament, Former 


Attorney General Would 
Have Been a Beneficiary 


Ne'w York, Feb. 23.—George W. 


>.-ckersharri, former attorney general 
of the United States, testifying undei 
cross examination today at the contest 
over the will of Mrs. Rosa P. Spang, 
widow of a millionaire Pittsburg steel 
manufacturer, under one clause of 
which he would have been Vne of the 
beneficiaries, admitted that when he 
drew the instrument he knew some 
of its provisions were in conflict \\itn 
the laws of New York and Pennsyl- 
vania and that under certain circum- 
stances one-third of the *2,000.000 
fund intended for charity would have 
reverted to his personal estate. 


This admission was made under 


questioning by Edgar T. Bracket! 
former state senator, counsel for Mrs. 
Spang Ancker of Copenhagen, Den- 
mark, -the only child, who was left an 
annuity of $10,000 by her mother, in 
addition to another $20,000 left her 
by her father, Charles, whose estate 
was valued at $8,000,000." 


Mrs. Spang died in her apartments 


at the Waldorf Astoria hotel within 
48 hours after the will was executed. 
After providing an annuity for her 
daughter she left the bulk of her far- 
tune to establish the Rosa Spang 
foundation for young children on her 
estate at J'eekskill. The will contain- 
ed the provision that should this be- 
quest be in .conflict with state laws, 
then the residue could go to Mi*. 
\Vickersham, Colonel Michael Kried- 
6am. and Dr. Henry Haight Chapin, 
the testator relying upon thec-i" to 
carry out her wishes*

Slay Disclose Di&satisfacUou. 


The movement for a Democratic 


caucus ma>- bring into the open, its

sent his memorable letter for the 
caucus of November 19, asking that 
the senators of his party vote against 
ratification on the basis of the Re- 
publican reservation. The seven sen- 
ators who disregarded his advice have 
been active constantly in their efforts 
to dissuade others from the stand 
taken, and it has been an open secret 
that their moves, coupled \\ith cur- 
rent political de\elopment has met 
with some success. 


Sixty-four 'votes are required to rat- 


ify the,, treaty and although 34 Re- 
publicans voted for ratification in No- 
vember the party leaders are sure 
now of the support of only 30. That 
leaves 34 to be delivered by the Dem- 
ocrats, an even dozen more than the 
figures that represent the peak of Re- 
publican "eiaiiris today; 


in the belief that time is fighting 


on their side, the plan of the Repub- 
lican leaders is to force clear away 
collateral issues, of the treaty dis- 
agreement when the 
subject 
comes 


again before the senate, probably to- 
morrow. The next reservation to be 
considered in the revision being un- 
dertaken on the senate floor is the 
troublesome qualification of Article 
X, against which the President has 
directed his principal Criticism; but 
the Republicans expect to ask that it 
be laid aside until all the others havo 
been acted upon. 


Meantime it is pointed out a Demo- 


cratic caucus may have developed the 
real strength^ of the movement among 
Democratic senators to break away 
from past policies of resistance and 
put the treaty through.1 Should a 
majority of the *7 Democrats rote "in 
the caucus to make such a move, it 
is expected by the Republicans that 
the effect would be to bring over the 
votes needed for ratification. 


May Exert White House Power.

neither side loses sight of the possibil- 
ity that tin White House may again 
exert its influence to stiffen the backs 
of the administration senators, or that 
the President may. if an unacceptable 
ratification impends,

the house, he ran io the Hathaway 
house at the corner

JJioad and 


Prospect streets and phoned to the lire 
department, which ut once- responded 
with the small combination truck. A 
general alarm was turned 
in

box 125, at the corner of Main and 
Grand streets. 


Arriving at the scene of the blaze, 


the fiiemen quickly got to work with 
a. line of hose. 
The fire had by this 


time broken through to the second 
floor and was blazms merrily. 
The 


liremen first attacked 
the 
flames 


through a cellar window, but soon 
changed their point of assault and, 
dragging tile hose up the stairway oh 
the v<est side 
of 
the building, they 


chopped a hole through the partition 
and doused the blaze at its source, 
which was over an unprotected fur- 
nace pipe. The firemen found a roar- 
ing fire in the furnace, with the drafts 
wide open. 


After an hour's hard vork by Chief 


Choate and his men, the biaze was 
iinally subdued. 
The chief damage 


vfs.s done in .the t**o .family 
dining 


rooms, the -Kelley dining room being 
directly over the one on the first floor. 
Much of the furniture, none o" which 
was removed, was damaged, by water.

According, to pre-war estimates the 


entire work of reclaiming the Zuyder 
Zee would have cost approximately 
$88,800.000. tut, with the Increased 
cost of labor end materials In the 
last sir years, It is believed the cost 
will be well In excess of S129.000.000. 
The work will be done and paid for 
by the atate, thrnogh epeclal loan*, 
•nA the atate, through rental of the 
land reclaimed, expect* the scheme 
to pay for itself within a few yean, 
and thereafter yield a handsome rer- 
ran*. 


Will Support 300,000 Persons. 


The total amount of land to be re- 


claimed will be 827 square miles, 
which will constitute a twelfth prov- 
ince of Holland, capable of support- 
ing a population of 800,000. and where- 
in several cities of ancient trading 
fane are expected to be restored to 
commercial Importance. The engineer- 
ing werk Is now well under way. 


Centuries ago, at the beginning of 


the Christian era,, when the Romans 
had their tettlements In Holland, much 
of the space now occupied by the Zuy-

To Build Dike Thirty Miles Lena. 
Dr. A. A. lieckmnn of The Hague, 


who has devoted nearly all bis life 
to the idea of reclaiming the feuydcr 
Z«e, explained the plans to the A*e<v 
dated Press correspondent 
He la 


now a member of the atate council 
which will carry out the work. 


"The flrst thing to do," said Doctor 


Beekmftn, "is to construct a gigantic 
dike to keep out the North sen. This 
will be 80 miles long, stretching 
from Wlerlngen to the Frisian coast, 
where the water ranges In depth from 
83 to 11 feet 
It will be everywhere 


16 to 17 feet above the sea level. There 
will be a double-track railway on top 
of the dike. Its construction will take 
nine years and its cost by pre-war 
estimates, will be more than 920,000,. 
000. 


"The total surf ace to be reclaimed is 


827 square miles. There will remain 
a lake of 600 square miles, which 
will act as a reservoir during the pe- 
riods when, owing to northwestern 
storms, the water of the River Tesel 
and of the canals cannot be emptied 
into the North sea. The water>of the 
lake will be let out into the North 
sea through five great sluices at the 
Wlerlngen end of the dike. 


"Most of the land to be reclaimed 


now lies 13 feet beneath the sea 
level. 
Port of It Is expected to be 


dry within 14 years, as pumping out 
will begin as soon as the dike Is com- 
pleted. 
The last of the land Is ex- 


pected to be dry within 55 years."

The present differences between the 


tilled nations and Holland, relative 
to the extradition of the kaiser, bring 
attention anew to the fact that the 
right of sanctuary, granttid from the 
time of Moses, when there r.^re "Cities 
of Kefuge," still exists and is to a 
large extent operative in all the clvll- 
J'/ed nations of earth. Even in Eng- 
land there ivns the ancient right of 
asylum, confirmed by 
William the 


Conqueror, and the common-law pro- 
tection of "right of clergy." by which 
a fugitive within the portals of a 
church had temporary and in some 
canes permanent protection. 
This 


right of the criminal, and particularly 
the political criminal, to seek asylum 
in another country than his own is 
acknowledged In all modern nations, 
nnd the requisition laws between sov- 
ereign countries expressly require that 
the act committed by 
tho fugitive 


should be one committed after the act 
ivas passed under which his return 
•was demanded, 


With this consideration In 
iiii.ld, 


Holland refuges to surrender the kai- 
hcr, and It is probable that she has 
the best of the argument, since the 
Indictment under Article 227 of the 
trenty of Versailles was written after 
"Withelm had taken up his abode In 
the Netherlands. 
Moreover Holland 


cays that as she is not a party to the 
treaty, she is not bound by any of Its 
provisions. 


But if in fact Holland has the best 


of the argument, the moral situation 
or obligation is not in the least chang- 
ed. Holland unquestionably willingly 
accepted the kaiser and willingly con- 
tinues now the right of sanctuary. Had 
the tables been turned—had the king 
of Belgium or of England found sanc- 
tuary in Holland, there is no doubt 
that in his pleasure Wilheitn would 
have demanded that they be given up 
nnd he would by force of arms if ne- 
cessary have , enforced the demand. 
But Holland Is dealing with nations 
•\\hlch have some regard for law and 
earlier covenants of obligation, and 
accordingly she'stands upon the won 
of the Jaw and keeps the kaiser in 
safety. 


Ona thing is emphasized by th* at 


titude of Holland, strictly as it ma 
comply with the letter of the law 
and that Is that the treaty of peac 
should make effectual Just such de- 
mands as this for the surrender of 
the kaiser, and this

This could be done by way of econo- 
mic and commercial pressure brought 
to bear, by embargo on her goods and 
on her ports and ships.

AMERICA'S FRUIT, THE APPLE 


People Are Beginning to Show It 


Proper Appreciation, and Crop 


Should Be Increased. 


Americans are coming to treat ap- 


ples more as a" food and less ns a 
between-meuls superfluity than they 
used to do, yet when the north wind 
blows and the fireside glows they 
can't refrain from paying especial at- 
tention to tha question whether there 
is a plenty of them. This year, the 
farm reports tells us, thwe is not. 
There are, In the whole country, 
1.091,000 barrels fewer than there 
were In 1918, and almost the same 
shortage from the crop of 191«, 
though we are considerably better off 
than we were In 1917. That is, we 
have 24.000,000 barrel* this yenr. 
That's about one for each family in 
trie country, and each family, not eacli 
member thereof, might, if they were 
evenly distributed, have one apple a 
day. The true lover ot npples will 
never admit this to be sufficient, and 
he should not. 


It is not especially cheering to 


learn that the country's crop of np- 
ples does not tend to increase. Our 
record crop was in 1012, bnt we had 
almost as many in 1890, and the crop
